The Rev. James L. Myers was installed 
by the Alabama-Tennessee Association as 
pastor and teacher of First Congregation- 
al Church, UCC, in Birmingham, Alabama 
on Sunday, October 7, 1979. 


A graduate of Allen University and 
Gammon Theological Seminary, Rev. 
Myers was ordained in the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church from which he 
transferred his ministerial standing to the 
United Church of Christ. Following a 16 
year pastorate at Nichols Temple, A.M.E. 
during which time he also served as Dean 
of Theology of Daniel Payne College, also 
in Birmingham. Rev. Myers was elected 
as President of Daniel Payne College. His 
call to First Congregational Church, UCC 
followed a period of service as Interim 
Minister of the church. 


Nearly 250 persons overflowed the 
sanctuary to witness and celebrate Rev. 
Myer’s installation. The service was high- 
lighted by the preaching of Rev. Homer 
McEwen, Pastor Emeritus of First Con- 
gregational Church, UCC in Atlanta, and 
the music was a joint choir, consisting of 
members from First and Pilgrim Congre- 
gational UCC, also in Birmingham. 


Rev. Myers resides in Birmingham with 
his wife, the former Sarah Shropshire. 
The Myers have five children.

Church World Service, an ecumenical 
disaster relief organization which is 
supported by the United Church Board for 
World Ministries, has issued an 
emergency appeal from participating 
denominations for $5,000,000 for disaster 
relief for the people of Cambodia.

Women Meet 


The First Southern Regional Meeting of 
the United Church of Christ was held at 
Bethany Hills Camp and Training Center 
at Kingston Springs, Tennessee, October 
11-13, 1979. Attending were some 120 UCC 
women from the four southern confer- 
ences, Florida, South Central, Southeast, 
and Southern, who came together to learn 
new skills in leadership and service, share 
the faith, learn about social issues and 
women’s concerns, experience the joys 
and concerns of the conferences of the 
region, worship and celebrate. The theme 
of the gathering was “Women in 
Community.” 


The leaders included women theologi- 
ans, national UCC women staff, and a 
number of UCC women from the region. 
Dr. Barbara Zikmund, Asst. Professor of 
Church fHistory and Director of Studies at 
Chicago Theological Seminary, led in 
Bible Study and worship and Rev. 
Mary-Lynn Ogletree, Chaplain at Vander- 
bilt University, in worship, Sarah Bentley, 
a graduate student at Union Theological 
Seminary, used body movement as a way 
of exploring scripture and community 
building; Gretchen Eick, Associate, UCC 
Office for Church and Society, Washing- 
ton, D.C., involved the group using profiles 
of courage and witness of Third World 
Women; Rev. Joyce Myers, Associate, 
Southern Region, UCC Office for Church 
Life and Leadership, led in community 
building and the closing communion; 
Marilyn Breitlingh, Associate, UCC Office 
for Church Life and Leadership, shared 
national UCC issues and plans. 


There are numerous workshops, sharing 
in small groups, role playing, singing, and 
finally meeting in conferences to plan for 
action back home. The meeting closed 
with celebration and communion. 


The mood of the entire meeting was 
enthusiastic, full of love and concern for 
others, creating community, sharing, 
worshiping. 


Participants left Bethany Hills renewed 
and inspired with new confidence and new 
skills to go forth in love and service as 
women of faith. 


The event was hosted by a committee of 
women from the three UCC churches in 
Nashville: Howard Congregational, First 
E&R and Brookmeade Congregational 
UCC. Bethany Hills Camp is the regional 
camping facility of the Christian Church 
(Disciples) in Tennessee. 
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Participants traveled great distances to 
attend the Southern UCC Women’s 
Meeting — like Augusta Petty from 
Savannah, GA, First Church. 


Churches Must Comply 
With Energy Rules 


Both the sanctuary and educational 
buildings of churches are covered by the 
new administrative rules on heating and 
cooling in public buildings, according to 
the Department of Energy. The rules, 
which went into effect on July 16, provide 
that a public building may not be cooled 
below 78 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
summer and may not be heated above 65 
degrees Fahrenheit in the winter. The 
rules also provide that during the time that 
a building is to be unoccupied for a period 
of eight hours or more, the heating system 
must not be operated unless the outside 
temperature falls below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The cooling system must not be operated 
at all. Failure to comply could lead to civil 
penalties of up to $5,000 for each violation. 
Any person who willfully violates the rules 
may be subject to criminal penalties of up 
to $10,000 for each violation.

transportation, communication and educa- 
tional systems are virtually absent. Since 
there are presently only 55 medical 
doctors for the entire country, medical 
help is almost non-existent. 

In response, Church World Service, 
through the support of the UCBWM and 
equivalent agencies in other denomina- 
tions, has sent — as of October 28 — some 
$225,000 in food and medical supplies. But 
far greater help is needed. While other 
international agencies are concentrating 
on emergency food and medical relief, 
Church World Service is proposing a 
longer term program of relief focusing on 
supplementary nutritional needs and 
public health.

A long time Tallassee, AL, business and 
civic leader, G. Felix Logan, died Septem- 
ber 22, 1979 at the age of 73. After retiring 
several years ago from the Skinner Furni- 
ture Company, he and his wife, Jettie were 
the moving forces behind Tallassee’s well 
known ‘65 Plus Club” and both traveled 
extensively with the club on its many trips 
around the United States. He was a 
moderator of the East Tallassee Congre- 
gational Christian UCC. His wife is the 
moderator of the Central Alabama 
Association. 

Services were observed on October 27, 
1979 for Mr. Dellie Shores of Eclectic, AL. 
Mr. Shores had been a Deacon for over 25 
years at Watson’s Chapel in Eclectic. 

Ms. Alice Adshead died on October 24 at 
Wharton Nursing Home, Pleasant Hill, 
TN. Born in Gateshead, England, in 1888, 
Alice Adshead came to North Carolina to 
be a welfare nurse serving employees of a 
cotton mill. There in 1921 Dr. May Cravath 
Wharton observed her work and invited 
her to come to Pleasant Hill to be the nurse 
in a tiny sanatorium Dr. Wharton was 
starting. Accepting the offer, Ms. Adshead 
assisted Dr. Wharton in the beginnings of 
what became later the Cumberland 
Medical Center. During those years, Adsie 
(as she was lovingly called) wielded a 
wide benevolent influence, which she 
continued until shortly before her death. 
She will be remembered at a Memorial 
Service at Pleasant Hill Community UCC 
on November 4th.

Morgan-Scott 
Project Shares Needs 


The Morgan-Scott Project, an ecumeni- 
cal ministry in Morgan and Scott Counties, 
Tennessee, is continuing its work with the 
people of the two poorest counties in the 
Appalachian region, but it continues to 
need your sustaining support. Specifical- 
ly, your help as individuals or as churches 
is needed for the following projects: 


—Habitat for Humanity, which builds low 
cost homes for families that could other- 
wise never afford to own a home, is at 
work on construction of its second and 
third homes in Morgan and Scott Counties. 
The first home, belonging to John and 
Mary Hawn, was completed this summer. 
The foundation of the second heme, to be 
owned by the Danny McCann family, is 
completed, but further funds are needed to 
put the roof on the house by Christmas. 


—The Christmas Store, an annual Morgan- 
Scott Project ministry, provides toys and 
articles of clothing for families that could 
otherwise provide no gifts for their child- 
ren on Christmas. Recipient families are 
carefully selected according to need and 
given an appointment to pick out a toy and 
article of clothing per child for which they 
make payment, usually by IOU (most of 
which are usually paid), at greatly 
reduced prices. In addition to toys this 
year, blankets and children’s blankets are 
greatly needed. 


—The Plateau Home School, which helps 
children with learning disabilities, needs 
labels from Campbell’s Soups, Franco- 
American or V-8 juice products.

AROUND THE 
CONFERENCE 


Circular Church, 
Charleston, SC 


From the Atlantic Ocean to the Missis- 
sippi River, from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
mountains of Tennessee, the Southeast 
Conference covers a broad expanse of 
territory. Contained within her boundaries 
are some 120 churches — widely dispersed 
— widely diverse in heritage and religious 
expression — and yet united in the convic- 
tion that the churches of Jesus Christ 
“may all be one.” 


The oldest church in the Conference is 
Circular Congregational Church, UCC and 
UPCUSA in Charleston, S.C. which was 
organized in 1681. Originally called the 
Independent Church of Charles Towne, one 
of the church’s earliest ministers was John 
Cotton, son of the famous Boston Puritan 
minister. Known for its support of 
religious freedom, the church worked hard 
during the Revolutionary War for indepen- 
dence in South Carolina and, in 1778, even 
loaned the struggling state a large sum of 
money! 


In 1806 a new sanctuary, large enough to 
accommodate 2000 worshippers, was con- 
structed and was circular in design — 
from which the church received its present 
name. The first Sunday School in South 
Carolina was organized at the church in 
1816 and by 1836 blacks were members of 
the church. Black membership increased 
until, in 1867, 117 black members asked to 
be dismissed to form Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, the only black Congrega- 
tional Church in South Carolina. 


Destroyed in the great Charleston fire of 
1861, Circular Church gradually rebuilt 
new facilities. In addition to being part of 
the UCC, the church chose to also affiliate 
with the United Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A. in 1968. 


From its early support for independence 
to full enfranchisement of women in the 
church in 1908, Circular Church has 
demonstrated again and again its progres- 
sive influence. Today the church sponsors 
a fully accredited Marriage and Family 
Counseling Center, a Hospice, a Family 
Education Center and a Chamber Music 
Series. For the past several years, the 
church has followed a “‘tent-making” 
model of ministry. The 160 member con- 
gregation carries most of the responsibi- 
lities of ministry under the part-time lead- 
ership of Rev. Albert Keller, Jr.
